the bureau itself writes a rule which is in effect a brand 
new law, construes its own rules, tries those fancied to 
lye guilty, und inflicts punishment, 
lite authors of the 


Magna Carta, guaranteeing jury trials to all accused, 
would spin in their graves at the thought this represents 
progress. 
The Boards quarrel is not, as snap judgment miglit 


lead one to think, because Pennsylvania's standards are- 
low, Quite the opposite. Pennsylvania is not too stingy, 
but too generous. 
The point is easy to understand, and is important to 


keep in mind for anyone reading the current discussions. 
Under the Federal plan, a blind man or woman is 


just another person on relief. I he blindness has nothing 
to do with the case, beyond fixing a separate classification. 
He gets relief, neither more nor less, and is subject to all 
the restrictions and penalties of any other relief recipient 
Of course, going to work—even part-time—-means giving 
up the relief. 
The Pennsylvania plan, which was in operation long 


before the Federal program, is a pension plan, not a reb* I j 
plan. 
I he theory in this state is that blindness is a special 


form of incapacity, needing special assistance. 
The Pennsylvania law allows the pension, which is j 


higher than most forms of relief, automatically lev all blind ■ 
persons who have incomes of less than $100 a month 
from other sources. 
There is virtually none of the usual social fol de rol— 


little in the way ol questionnaires, interviews and snoop 
ing." 
A good many blind persons are receiving pension 


who would lye disqualified by the federal regulations, and 
a good many other blind are only partially self-supporting 
but would forego the relief payments rather than submit 
to the interviews of the professional social workers. 
The Federal Social Security Board repeatedly bas 


turned down suggestions from Pennsylvania that it share 
support with the State for all blind who would come under 
their own relief standard rules. I he Board s position is all 
or nothing—either throw off the pension the non relief 
blind cases or suffer the loss of all Federal blmd-aid funds. 
In a properly functioning democracy this quarrel 


would have been ruled upon long ago by a competent 
court—but the New Dealers have shunted the judicial 
system up a blind alley. 
Meanwhile, the attitude of the blind themselves is 


set forth admirably by Mrs. K. Kerr Kennedy, President 
of the Blind Relief I rind of Philadelphia: 
I laving had close contact with hundreds of the blind 


for over 40 years, I can assure the public that the State 
Pension for the handicapped gave them renewed life, self 
respect, courage and an incentive to find some form of j 
employment.” 
It would seem that the blind as a group have perhaps ! 


more vision than many of their seeing brethren— vision 
enough to keep out from under the. thumb of bureaucracy.
